Naguib Resigns 
In Egypt; Placed 
Under Arrest 


Council Rejects 
Dictatorial Power; 
Nasser is Premier 


CAIRO, Egypt tr.P)—Egypt’s rev­ 
olutionary council accepted Presi­ 
dent Mohammed Naguib’s resigna­ 
tion today and put him under house 
arrest. 
The council, which grew from 
the military junta that dethroned 
and exiled King Farouk 21 months 
ago, declared a state of emergency 
throughout the land after announc­ 
ing its action. 
There were no demonstrations 
but wild rumors spread throughout 
Cairo that Naguib had died of a 
stroke Kevolutionary council sourc­ 
e’s categorically denied these re­ 
ports. 
Naguib stepped down because 
council refused to grant him dicta­ 
torial powers, an official communi­ 
que said. 
Nasser Named Premier 
The general, placed under house 
arrest in his villa in suburban Hel- 
mia, could not be reached for com­ 
ment. 
The 
official 
communique 
said 
Col. ('.amal Abdel Nasser, who had 
been Naguib's right hand man, was 
appointed prem ier and leader of 
the revolutionary council. 
A pres­ 
ident will be selected by voters. 
No other changes were made in 
the government’s cabinet. 
The decision to accept Naguib’s 
resignation was made at a meeting 
ol Nasser and other officers follow­ 
ing a cabinet meeting which the 
general had attended. 
Naguib was 
sent home before the council ac­ 
cepted his resignation. 
Naguib’s fall from power point­ 
ed to a more rigid policy toward 
Britain and less cooperation with 
the West, a policy that was expect­ 
ed to cause concern in the United 
States. 
Decrease Chances of Accord 
Diplomatic circles in London said 
Nasser’s ascension to power proba­ 
bly would decrease the chances of 
Anglo-Egyptian accord on the Suez 
Canal. 
They pointed out that Na­ 
guib had been moderate in past ne­ 
gotiations while Nasser had ada­ 
mantly demanded evacuation of all 
troops from the Suez Canal Zone. 
The Naguib “strong man” myth 
was shattered completely by the 
following council disclosures: 
1. Nasser was the power behind 
t he revolution and had been chosen 
as the leader but the young officers 
rn the junta wanted Naguib to head 
the coup d ’etat. 
2. Nasser yielded his leadership 
on the council to Naguib on Aug. 
25. 1952, two months and two days 
after the revolution, even though 
he had been elected. 
“As a result of this abnormal 
situation. Naguib continued beset 
by a psychological complex from 
which we suffered much though we 
all made efforts to present him to 
the world as the actual leader .of 
the revolution,” the communique 
said.

LONDON (W—The overthrow of 
Egyptian

shattered hopes of 
agreement between

Egypt over the Suez Canal Zone, 
authoritative sources said today. 
“ One thing is certain—there can 
be no treaty with the hotneads ox 
the military junta who are now in 
power in Egypt,” one source said. 
The younger officers’ sudden ac­ 
tion,

prompted by the projected securi­ 
ty pact between Pakistan and Tur­ 
key, which had strengthened U. S 
support of Britain in the Canal 
Zone.

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New Element 
Is Discovered 


By AScientists 
CHICAGO (UP)—A new element, 
the tooth building block of the uni­ 
verse. has been produced by atomic 
scientists. 
The element, named merely Fie 
ment IOO, was not discovered rn 
the true sense of the world. It had 
never existed in nature. 
The Argonne Laboratory, located 
near Chicago, announced Wednes­ 
day night that the element was pro­ 
duced in an Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission testing reactor in idaho 
by bombarding the element Pluton­ 
ium with neutrons. 
The first product was similar in 
chemical properties to Erbium j El­ 
ement No. 68 and one of the rare 
earth elements. 
Elements are substances which 
cannot be separated into substanc 
cs different from themselves by 
ordinary chemical means. 
Alone. 
or iii combination with other ele­ 
ments, they compose every mater­ 
ial substance. Oxygen, carbon and 
iron are examples of common elc 
merits. 
As yet there is no known use for 
the new element, the Argonne sci 
elitist said.

Benson Opposes 
Wage Boosts 
To Rail Workers

DALLAS - ( N E A ) - “ Thus the 
heavens and the earth were finish­ 
ed, and all the hdst of them . . .” 
There was not a sound in the 
Sunday School room of the First 
Baptist Church in Dallas, yet the 
word of God was being “ heard” 
as surely as if it were being pro­ 
claimed from the housetops. 
It was being “ heard” by a group 
of people who live in a world of 
silence* but who were “ hearing” 
the word with their eyes as it 
rolled gracefully from the finger­ 
tips of their pastor, the Rev. C. 
F. Landon. 
Of the 600 deaf living in the city, 
400 belong to the First Baptist 
Church. 
They 
come to church, 
Rev. Landon says, because they 
are a naturally religious people, 
and because it is a fulfillment of 
prophecy: “ And in that day shall 
the deaf ‘h ear’ the words of the 
book . . 
(Isaiah 29:18). 


“FAITH:” 
With his hands, the Rev. C. F. Landon tells deaf Sun­ 
day School class in Dallas “the just shall live by faith.” 


“HEAVENS:” 
Rev. Landon leads deaf Sunday School in respon­ 
sive reading, with hands, of “the heavens and earth were finished.” 
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The Sunday School classes and 
church congregation love to have 
the Bible taught them. 
As they 
“ sing” their songs, 
teach their 
classes, “ listen” to their preacher, 
they do it with such humility and 
devotion th a t it is an inspiring 
service to behold 
Services are conducted by the 
deaf themselves (with the excep­ 
tion of the preaching) and follow 
the sam e pattern as any other 
church, except that 
their scrip­ 
ture 
readings, 
songs, 
Sunday 
School and prayer lessons arc all 
in the sign language. 
The sign 
language, 
they are 
quick to tell you, is a language as 
much as any spoken one. Watch 
ing the rhythmic movements of 
their hands as they “ sing” their 
songs and follow their pastor in 
the responsive reading, you agree 
with them that it is a beautiful and 
expressive method of conversation 
Rev. Landon, the son of deaf 
parents, learned the sign language 
before he learned to speak audibly. 
As he preaches his sermons, he 
can express every mood and ap­ 
peal that a hearing minister ex-1 
presses in his services. - 
* * * 
The work of a deaf pastor, like 
that of a doctor, is never finished 
One of his m ajor duties is inter­ 
preting for anyone who calls upon 
him, even though that person may 
not belong to his congregation. 
Many times Rev. Landon has 
donned the gown and mask of a 
surgeon and stood by the operating 
table as the doctor fought to save 
the life of one of his flock. 
He has sat on the bench by the 
side of a judge and passed on in­ 
formation in legal m atters, and 
has advised in the purchase of 
property. He always presents both 
sides of the question and leaves j 
the decision up to the deaf person. 
Five church denominations do 
extensive work with the deaf Two j 
are on a local basis; tJhc other 
three work all over the United 
States. Strongest of these are the 
Lutheran and Baptist. 
The Luth 
erans predominate in the North, 
the Baptists in the South.
